Daniels today urged im¬ 
mediate mailing of all do- 
me.stic- Christmas card.s and 
parcels. 

“Although most of the 
suggested mailing dat(?s for 
domestic holiday mail have 
passed,” he .said, “every ef¬ 
fort will be made to .deliver 
hy Christmas Eve al] cards, 
gifts and other holiday mail 
deposited within the next 
lew days.” 

”In view of these reports 
and the excellent coopera 
at ion received from early 
mailers so far this year, we 
are confident that holiday 
mail deposited immediately 
will still be delivered i.n 
time for Christma.s,” Mr. 
Da'niels said. 

Earlier this year, the Pos¬ 
tal Service .urged the public 
to mail as early as possible 
and announced a series of 
recommended m.aiUng dates 
to insure deli'very In time for 
Ch,ristmas. 

The last of the suggested 
mailing d.atcs is Thursday, 
December 21, for mailing do¬ 
mestic airmail greet i n g 
cards within the 48 "main¬ 
land” states. The latest sug¬ 
gested date for airmail to 
Alaska .and Hawaii is De 
comber 20. 

"In exter.'ding our com¬ 
mitment to make evey pos¬ 
sible effort to deliver al] 
holiday mall on time — 
even though most suggested 
deadlines are now past — 
we hope the general public 
will respond accordingly,”

systems are going to be sued by parents who claim that 
their children are not being educated. Damages will be 
sounght which the taxpayers will have to pay if the suits 
succeed. 

The issue will hinge on the claim of educators that 
“desirable learning environment” is education, while the 
plaintiff’s will claim that the schools have a contractual 
obligation to see that pupils attain certain real educational 
levels before being promoted or graduated, and that the 
phrase "desirable learning environment” is nothing but 
a cover phrase to hide the fact that pupils are not being 
educated in the school system. 

Suits have been filed and heard in Brawley, Banning 
and Beaumont, California, in the Small Claims Courts, 
and judges have suggested that the proper course for 
parents is to join together in class actions suits in the 
Superior Courts. 

Plaintiff’s will have little trouble proving that their 
children have been promoted and graduated never having 
bcjen taught to read. Given that, the Courts will then de¬ 
cide how much damages the taxpayers will have to pay 
to the parents of those children who win these suits. 

Not only do the taxpayers have to pay for our gigantic 
non-education establishment but on top of that assume 
the responsibility of paying again for what they thought 
they had bought in the first place.

Building Permits failed to 
tally for the month, of No¬ 
vember and made a drastic 
drop, piutting the year al¬ 
most $150,0(X) behind, with 
little anticipation' that it 
will be picked .up in Decem¬ 
ber.

Tota] number of Building 
Permits i&s,ued for the 
month of November, seven 
permits, valuation of only 
$7,401. Street, electrical and 
plumbing permits — 33 is¬ 
sued with fees of $229.95. 
Building and pla:-! check 
fees, $91. Biuslness licenses, 
17 issued — $278. Dog li¬ 
censes, 36, $158, and bike li¬

(Five per cent shrinkage on 
a two-and-onc-half yard 
drapery means m inches of 
shrinkage.) Lining fabric 
must be pre-shrunk too. Un¬ 
even shrinkage of drapery 
and lining fabrics results in 
an usightly appearance and 
is common when this is not 
considered.

Two condominums now be¬ 
fore the Planning Commis¬

Christmas Decoration Ups 
Given By fire Chief Brown 


The holiday season is a 
happy one, but fire C'an turn 
tliat holiday into a holo¬ 
caust, Sierra Madre Fire 
Chief Charles E. Brown 
warns. 

“In the happy spirit of 
Christmas, we often overlook 
proper safety precautions in 
decorating our homes,” the 
Chief said. “Many of the 
things we associate with the 
yule season are very flam¬ 
mable." 

Chief Brown suggest e d 
that “live” Chiistmas trees 
be used whenever possible. 
Not only are these trees 
safer, but they can b c 
planted after the holidays. 

Remember that cut Christ¬ 
mas trees can burn intense¬ 
ly, often blocki.ng the door¬ 
way to a room and trapping 
occupants inside. 

Select only fresh trees a.nd 
leave them oiut.side, standing 
i.’v a bucket of water until 
j'U-st ready to decorate. Cut 
an inch off the bottom of 
the tree a.nd stand it in a 
container of water or wet 
sand while it is in the 
liouse. Replenish water often. 

Do not use tree light 
cords which are frayed. A 
.spark can start the tree on 
fire. 

Avoid aisi ng candles 
ai'ound natural greenery or 
flammable decorations. 


Lights strung outside 
house should be placed 
carefully on insulated hooks 
to avoid a short circuit. Turn 
them off during rains or very 
dam^ nights, and whenever 
leaving the house. Use only 
light cords approved by 
Underwriters Laboratories 
for outside display. 

Do not burn paper wrap¬ 
pings in the fireplace. Burn- 
i.ng paper often is carried up 
the chimney and unto the 
roof. 

If placement of a tree or 
other decorations blocks a 
doorway, be sure to disou.ss 
with every member of the 
family how to got out if a 
fire starts. A small child can 
panic in the excitement of 
fire. 

.And be sure that you have 
ihe correct fire department 
emergency number right on 
the telephone. Stickers with 
the correct number are avail¬ 
able at city hall. 

“Your local volunteer fire 
fighters join me in wishing 
you Seasons Greetings,” said 
(TTiief Brown'. ‘The best pre¬ 
sent you can give your fam¬ 
ily is a fire -safe holiday.”

After 
this time, hearings will be 
held, citizens will beernme 
i.iivol'ved, and if it is decided 
to proceed in this direction 
the Council will then pas.s 
an Ordinance creating same.

Today’s talk about “taxes, taxes, taxes” sounds like 
it’s coming from an echo chamber with “promises, prom- 
i.sts, promises” coming a half-beat later from the back¬ 
ground. 

But this echo- chamber “taxes-promises” refrain is not 
music to my ears, and I suspect not to the ears of the 
public, which is “tired of the promises without follow- 
Ihniugh” made year after year. 

“They want action now. They have been patient and 
have cooperat(!d fully in opposing legislation, such as the 
Watson Initiative, deemed unfair to taxpayers in Cali¬ 
fornia.” 

1 believe that the people now look to business in- 
ten'sts and leadership by the Legislature to bring about 
"some honest and docent tax reforms.” I have urged just 
such a program in letters to the Legislature and to the 
C.ovcrnor, suggesting imposition if a two per cent gross 
rt'ceipt tax on all gross receipts and services, to produce 
.$15 billion annually. 

This tax, by being passed on to California’s 21 mil¬ 
lion people, would permit equal sharing of the respon¬ 
sibility instead of placing so much of the tax burden on 
owners of single-dwelling homes, co-ops, condominiums 
and other nonincome property. 

My 13-point tax reform program would freeze prop¬ 
erty tax value on such property to the 1972 assessment 
values, iKTmit income tax deductions for repairs to such 
a resident, lower the assessment ratio on homes and in¬ 
crease it on utilities. 

The 13 measure, which I am putting forth can be 
temporary or can be based on a four-year period to give 
time to prepare' a non-partisan study toward a final plar, 
which follow: 

1. Diffrent assessment of 35 per cent for public utili¬ 
ties and 25 iht cent for all business intercst.s. Separate 
asses.smenf ratio of 15 per cent for single-dwelling homes, 
co-ops, and condominiums. 

2. Business inventory tax should be alxilished for all 
Itusiness groups. 

3. Free'ze property tax values on nonincome property 
single-dwelling homos, co-ops, and condominums to the 
1972 iissessment values. (This freeze would in no way pre¬ 
vent the county board of supervisors from setting the tax 
rates.) 

I. Taxpayer should be able to deduct cost of litgher 
education tor dependents attending colleges and univer¬ 
sities at tlie rate of $1,5(K) per year per youth. 

5. Loans for taxpayers be advanc'od l)y the State of 
California at an interest rate of 5 per cent per year, pay¬ 
able during a twelve-month peritKl, to pay property and o; 
income ta.xes o?ily. 

6. IX'ductions for medical and hospital charges if ov( r 
$100 per year, as well as deductions for any insurance pic 
miums involving health, medical or hospitalization. 

7. Ineomt' tax deduction of $1,500 per year for home- 
owners, owners of co-ops and condominums for any re¬ 
pairs and general improvements to property, if such re¬ 
pairs are actually made. Also ask Senate and Assembly lo 
pass a resolution recommending that Congress i)ass legis¬ 
lation to enable federal government to do likewise. 

8. AlK)lislt income tax on all [x-nsions and ix'tiremeni 
income. Ask Congress to pass legislation to do likewise. 

9. Allow college students who are earning income to 
pay their way through school to deduct this amount liorn 
state and ferloral income tax. 

10. Remove cost of higher <'ducation, public welfare, 
and social services from the county. This would give 
lounties an oi)portunity to reduce property taxes for 
busin('ss groujjs and homeowners. 

II. Two [X'r cent gross receipt tax on all gross re¬ 
ceipts and services. This typo of gross receipts will amounr 
to S'l.S billion per year and is passed on to 21 million 
people living in California. The important jx)int here is 
tliat 21 million people share in the resixjnsibility. 

12. Require insurance companies to pay property taxes 
on the same basis as other businesses.

The federal government’s response was what Richard perish in,g 
G. Kleindinst, Attorney General of the United States, 
calls an adaptation of the aerospace industry’s “total sys¬ 
tems approach.” It covered enforcement, courts and coi - 
rections. and a “much broader commitment to combat the 
long-term breeders of crime — poverty, disadvantage, and 
discrimination.” 

Illuminating this latter approtich is the fact, Klcin- 
dienst pointed out, that of the 1973 budgtrt, 43 per cent 
is going for development of human dosources through 
such departments as HEW and HUD, comparei. — 
ix'r cent for defense. Just the reverse of these percen¬ 
tages existed in 1968. 

Applied directly to the nation’s “crime capital.” Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., the Justice Department's program, passed 
l)y Congress in 1970, decreased crime there more than 
26 per cent in the first half of 1972, compared to the 
same period in 1971. 

TTie war on organized crime and narcotics is by no 
means 'won, but “for the first time we have these enemies 
of society on the defense.” And as the Attorney General 
said: "Criminal justice is not only a matter of appre¬ 
hending a suspect and giving him a fair trial (but) also 
of deterring others by the promise of swift court action. 

“As we give new strength to these links in our total 
system, we will make still more decisive inroads against 
crime in this country.” 

A very encouraging prospect, indeed.

New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 

The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name. Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
\^om he is really dealing. Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.
